ARE Taxes Lower? 


Premier Aberhart, when speaking 
at Didsbury, made the definite state- 
ment that taxes had not been in- 
creased, but any farmer examining 
his tax notice will find that the Pro- 
vincial Social Service Tax which 
took the place of the Supplementary 
Revenue Pax, was increased 50 pet 
cent, the former being 3 mills, while 
the latter was only 2 mills. 

In 1938 the Westerdale Munici- 
pality Social Service Tax at 3 mills 
amounts to $7,457.00, whereas the 
tax on the 2-mill basis would have 
been $4,970.00. 

Inthe Mountain View Municipali- 
ty the Social Service Tax levied in 
1938 amounted to $10,284.00, but if 
the old 2-mill rate had applied it 
would have amounted to $6,853.00. 

It will be seen that these two 
munieipalities are being levied $5,- 
918 more than they would have been 
under the old 2-mill rate. 

We figure this an increase in taxa- 
tion—and remember, a similar in- 
crease in taxation has occurred in 
every municipality in the province. 

In the same speech the Premier 
stated that under the Larger School 
Division the cost of running the 
schools was lower than it had been 
under the old system of individual 
school districts. He also claimed 
thal if certain taxpayers’ taxes were

A more optomistic note is appar 
ent in the reports from crop corres- 
pondents this week, Over most of 
the province high temperatures have 
moderated and cooler weather has 
given crops a chance to mature nor- 
mally. In some areas of the eouth 
where damage f:1om heat was ex pect- 
ed to be severe, subsequent yields 
have been higher than expected, but 
grades are showing the effect of high 
temperatures, 


Coarse grains being Jater than 
wheat, are generally inferior, but 
some good crops of oats especially in, 
the Peace River section area will be 
harvested 


Frost or near-frost has been re- 
ported at a number of points but as 
far as can be determined damage, if 
any, has been limited to gardens. 
Pastures throughout the province 
would benefit greatly from general 
rains, but the heavy growth pro- 
duced in June is providing ample 
feed for stock, Haying has been 
completed and yields are generally 
good. 


Live stock continues to make good 
progress but a period of poor foraging 
may occur unless rain is obtained 
soon The dairy industry re- 
flects the deterioration of pasture 
conditions toa limited extent. Con- 
ditions in the poultry industry are 
satisfactory. 


Wheat cutting is general over prac 
tically all of the province, except 
throughthe central ,area and east- 
ward to Drumueller where it has 
just started. Yields of wheat already 
threshed or combined exceed pevious 
estimated in southern districts, but 
grades are defiinitely .low and in 
some cases are no expected to aver- 
age above 4 fora whole Census Di- 
vision. 

The extreme heat and drought 
have caused general deterioration in 
Coarse grains and yields of these 
crops will probably be low. Cutting 
of coarse grains is well under way in 
practically all districts. Some crops 


are being cut for feed. Yields of 
hey, both cultivated and wild, have 
been fairly satisfactory. Good 


general rains would be most welcome 
to provide moisture for the fall
